On August 14, 1957, T-l, with whom insufficient 
contact has been had to determine his reliability, advised 
that he had personal knowledge tiiat from about April, 1940 
to about June, 1941, Jonas Dainauskas collaborated with the 
Soviet forces that occupied Lithuania during that period 
and furnished records of the Lithuanian Security Police to the 
Soviet National Commissariat of Internal Affairs (NKVD) at the 
same time* T-l stated that one Kazys Matulls was Chief of 
Security Police in the Kaunas district of Lithuania and that 
Jonas Dainauskas was assistant to Matulls until early 1940. 

T-l said that he believed Matulls currently resides in 
Canada (exact location unknown) and that Matulls should be able 
to verify that Dalnraiskaa turned over the Kaunas district 
Security Police records to the IBCVD in 1940. 

T-l was recontacted on January 24, 1958 and February 
19 # 1953, In an effort to ascertain the current residence 
address of Kazys Matulls* On both occasion, T-l stated he had 
been unable to ascertain Matulls 1 current address. 

On February 19# 1958, Jonas Uudrye, Lithuanian 
Consul General, 41 West o2nd Street, New York City, Hew York, 
advised that he is personally acquainted with Kazys Matulls 
and believes Matulls now resides In Australia, exact address 
unknown. 



Judrys further infonaed that he (13mflj»jn) was Director 
of Security in Lithuania In 1927. He stated that in this 
capacity as director, he hired Jonas Dainauskas, who was then a 
university student, as a "technician" on the Lithuanian 
Security Police Force and Dainauskas was assigned the task 
of studying various organizations under investigation. 

He said that Dainauskas would analyze the functions of the 
leaders in a given organization and then draw up an organizational 
chart which would be used by the Security PfljLLfie ae aid 
in their Investigations. Dudryo stated 
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he regarded Dainauskae at an intelligent , satisfactory 
employee. According to Budrya, Dainauskaa, while so employed 
in 1927, never expressed or indicated any pixj-Caxiuniat 
eyn^jatlii es . 



vxidrys left Lithuania in 1923 to take a Consulate 
post in Germany and subsequently left Gennany to become 
Lithuanian Consul in New York City* budrys has irad no 
porsonal contact with the subject since 1923 « 

Dudrys infoimed, however, that in 1930, while 
serving in hie present capacity ao Lithuanian Consul General 
in N-W York City, he received a letter from Dainauskao* 
wife, v/iro wae then residing in Omaha, Nebraska* In the letter 
Mrs* Dainauskaa indicated tiiat ahe had not seen her husband, 

Jonas DainauakaB, since prior to ISMj but had recently received a 
letter from her husband. She wanted Budrys 1 advice as to whether 
or not she would Jeopardize her husband* s safety If she wrote 
to him in Poland, Budrys said ne believed tliat Mrs* 
n^nflu ftk^ did write to her husband andhaa since nsaintained 
contact with her husband via rial I* 

Budrys stated that ho neard nothing further concerning 
Jonas Dainauskaa until recent nx>ntha when he received word 
from Dr. 5. uackie, Lithuanian .Minister in Paris, France, that 
Jonas Dainauskaa had contacted Dr, Back! a in Paris. According to 
Budrys, Jonas Dainauskaa told Dr* Backis that in the fall 
of 1944, he was Burrounded by the soviet oxmy in Paxnan, Poland; 
that on February 16, 1945, he was placed in a Soviet 
concentration camp In Poland for deportation to Hussla; and that 
on December 2, 1943, he escaped from the concentration camp 
where he had been confined and then obtained work in the 
agricultural department to fabricating a etory that he was a 
\ftennc 3 e Pole and that liis name v/ao Jan Dalnowski. 

Budryo stated tiiat he did not know the details as 
to how Jonae Dalnauskas loappened to be in paznan, Poland In 
1944 , but vaguely recalled that he had heard Dainauskaa was 
affiliated with the aviation auxiliary of the Goman Armed 
Forces. 



Also, Budryo seated he was unable to furnish any 
details as to the circumstances or’ manner in which Dalnauskos * 
emigrated frc*n Poland to Parle. 
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However, Budrys stated ttiat Dr. I iocklc, the 
Litiiuanian Minister in paric, France, had conducted an 
investigation concerning Jonas Dainauakas and tliat in the 
course of this investigation, Dalrauskaa* former supervisor, 
Hykolao Silinskas of West Berlin, Germany, iiad bean contacted. 
Bud rye said that to the best of liio knowledge, the investigation 
conducted by Dr. Hackis developed no derogatory information 
concerning Jonas Dainouskao* 

Dudrys further infonaod that the only o tiier 
Inf oration he had received concerning Jonas Dainauekas was 
contained in a letter he had received in recent monttis 
from Jonas Taisias, 7137 South Ashland Avenue, Ciiicago 36# 
Illinois* According to Budryo, Talalac stated in the letter 
that lie had hoard that Jonac Dalnouskas was oeeidmg entry 
to the Uhitci States and that information had come to his 
(Talalaa 1 ) attention which would indicate that Jonas 
Dai nan stag le sympathetic to Gormunism. 

Budrye related that falalae former ly was a District 
Attorney in Lithuania. Me said, however, that It ie Ills 
lapreosion that Talalas /inclined to suspect raoot Lithuanian 
refugees of being Conmuniat or being sympathetic to 
Comunlsm. For this reason, Judryo said, any statement made 
by TSlaiaa would have to bo discounted somewhat, unless 
substantiated by fact or other oourceo. 

oudrys advised that Fa's, Jonas Dalnauakaa now 
resides in Chicago and that additional background information 
on Jonas Dalnauskas may be available through the Lithuanian 
Consul in Chicago, who has hie officeo at 6147 South
